Henry Grunewald Ie Backing the Enter- 
prise—The House Is to Be Called 
the New Lyceum. 


A deal which will cut a great big figure 
im the theatrical situation in the south 
and will mean a great deal in many ways 
to the people of Atlanta was congummated 
here last evening. 

By it the Edgewood Avenue theater goes 
out of existence and the New Lyceum 
takes its place. | 

And, if the plans of the men back of the 
enterprise do not miscarry, it means practi- 
cally another first-class theater for At- 
lanta. 

The man at the head of the new enter- 
prise is one of the best known managers 
in America. Mr. Henry Greenwall has for 
years owned the Grand at New Orleans, 
and, in addition to that, has owned or 
controlled all the principal houses in Texas. 
He is also president of the American 
theatrical exchange, one of the leading 
booking concerns of the country—is, ig 
short, a man of wealth and prominence in 

the theatrical affairs of the country. It is 
he who has leased the Edgewood Avenue, 
and his contract with the owner calls for a 
complete change, an enlargement of the 
present structure and its being made thor- 
oughly first-class in every respect. These 
changes are to be made, and the theater 
under its new name and management will 
be ready by the first of May. 

How It Was Brought About. 

Mr. Henry Greenwall came in from New 

Orleans yesterday at noon. He had been 


_ preceded, by a few hours, by Mr. Will A. 


McConnell, manager of the American the- 
atrical exchange, of which Mr. Greenwall 
is president. 

At the same time there came to the city 

a gentlemon who formerly lived here, and 
who is no stranger—Mr. T. H. Bowles, of 
Milwaukee and New Orleans. Mr. Bowles 
owns the Edgewood Avenue theater prop- 
erty; and the simultaneous presence here 
of these three gentlemen was all that was 
mecessary to start the rumor that some- 
thing was in the air, theatrically. There 
was talk of an entirely new theater; there 
was talk of a purchase of the Edgewood, 
and there was all sorts of talk. 
Last night the negotiations came to a 
head, and a deal for the property was 
closed. Today Lawyer Charles A. Read 
will draw up the formal papers. 

Mr. McConnell Tells What It Is, 

One of the best known men in the theatri- 
cal business is Mr. Will McConnell. As 
manager of a number of big attractions he 
jumped into well-deserved prominence by 
his excellent business qualities and his 
unique advertising methods. When it was 
announced that he had given up the road” 
and had taken up the booking end of the 
Dusiness his friends were credulous. They 


wouldn't believe it at first, but he fooled 
them, and he has made

Under 
the terms of it Mr. Bowles will make 
changes that will cost him $40,000 or $50,000.

Mr. Bowles Confirms It. 


Mr. Bowles contirmed this statement of 
the situation. 


“Yes,” said he, “the details of the lease { 


have all been arranged and the changes will 
be made at once. While I have been away 
from Atlanta for several years, I am still 
an enthusiastic believer in her present and 
her future and I know that there is room 
here fortwo first-lass theaters. There is 
no man in the country better able to give 
Atlanta fine attractions than Mr. Green- 
wall and I am sure the change will be one 
that will be a benefit to the city.’’ 

Mr. Bowles resides in Milwaukee and 
New Orleans. He is one of the most promi- 
nent insurance men in the country, con- 
trolling several states as general agent of 
the Mutual Life. He bought the Edgewood 
avenue property several years ago. 

It has paid quite a handsome interest on 
my investment,’ continued Mr. Bowles, 
“and there was no reason for the change 
on that score. But I felt that the growth 
of Atlanta warranted another first-class 
house playing the finest attractions, gnd 
that, I believe, is Mr. Greenwall’s idea. 

The Row in the South. 

Mr. Greenwall went, at some length, into 

the reasons that induced him to secure an 


Atlanta theater. 
“Mr. DeGive and I have always been 
friends, and I had no desire to come into 
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You smile at the idea. But 
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of thelr New Orleans houses as 
against mime, and there has naturally been 
war between us. My idea was for Mr, De-

“we are all right, despite their combina- 
tion, Can we get the attractions? Why, 
of course, my boy; the very best in the 
country. You see, I work with Mr. Abbey, 
Mr. Henderson, of Chicago, and our ex- 
change has the hooking of most of the 
prominent attractions. We will give you 
the best in the shop. It is my idea to 
make Atlanta more than a one-night town. 
Take a star like Mansfield. With a change

he? And one of Dave Henderson’s great 
extravaganzas; is there any doubt of the 
business it would do? You need have no 
fear on that score. We will have the very 
best in the country.“ 

The Proposed Changes. 

Mr. Frank Cox, the scenic artist and 
architect, came up from New Orleans with 
Mr. Greenwall. The remodeling of the 
theater will be in his hands. He will adopt 
the Spanish renaissance style of archi- 
tecture, and says the house when completed 
will be as petty as any house in the south. 
The theater will be greatly increased in 
size. The vacant part of the present lot 
will be included in the new building, which 
will be three stories high, with a balcony 
and gallery, a handsome lobby and foyer. 
The interior will be all white and gold. 

Mr. Cox built the new Grand at Galveston 
for Mr. Greenwall, and that is pronounced 
a beautiful house, The New Lyceum will 
have a greatly increased seating capacity, 
the 
ground floor than heretofore. 

Atlanta a Fine “Show” Town. 

“Will Atlanta stand two theaters?’ Mr. 
McConnell was asked. 

„I have no doubt of it, none in the 
world,“ was his reply. Atlanta is a better 
show town than St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
Memphis, Louisville or Nashville, all of 
which have two, three or more first-class 
houses. There may not be so much in it 
for the theaters, but there is enough, and 
first-class attractions can always count on 
a good business wherever they play. When 
we open the New Lyceum, on May 3d, you 
will see that it will not only be first-class, 
but that it will give first-class attractions.” 

It is the intention of the new management 
to open with some prominent star, and 
then follow with a strong summer opera 
company. 

Mr. DeGive Is Not Worried. 

„There is nothing for me to say,” was 
Mr. DeGive’s reply ta a reporter who asked 
him his views on the deal. And beyond 
that he would say nothing.

SENATOR WALSH IN HOUSTON. 


Me Makes Strong Democratic Argu- 
ments and Gets a Fine Reception. 
Fort Valley, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)-- 

This has been a great day for democracy 

and old Houston. Senators Walsh and 

Gordon and Speaker Crisp all met here 

this morning at the Harris house, where 

a few hours were spent in shaking hands 

with the voters. Senator Gordon and 

Speaker Crisp went to Butler to give the 

people of Taylor county a farewell ad- 


dress. 

A special train conveyed Senator Walsh 
with a delegation of Fort Valley people, 
including Hon. C. G. Gray and Hon. A. S. 
Giles, to Perry, where a large number of 
Houston’s best people were assembled to 
greet the new senator. 

At ll o’clock Judge Hardeman adjourned 
ccurt and the house was filled to hear Geor- 
gia’s new senator. He was introduced by 
Hon. A. S. Giles in a clear, pointed speech 
of five minutes. Senator Walsh was greet- 
ed with applause and for two hours held 
his audience spell-bound and thoroughly 
demonstrated his acquaintance with nation- 
al affairs and his familiarity with the po- 
litical questions of the day. The people 
were impressed with the fact that he is 
a working senator and that he has spent 
the short time he has been in the United 
States senate in the interest of his con- 
stituents and the people of the south. 
The iniquities and impositions of the Mc- 
Kinley bill were clearly shown up, while 
the advantages, benefits and savings to the 
people by the new democratic tariff meas- 
ure were made so plain that even the large 
number of colored populists could under- 
stand it. The senator discussed the finan- 
cial question and exposed the great crime 
of the demonetization of silver in 1873 and 
the affliction upon the country of the single 
gold standard in the interest of foreign 
bondholders, eastern capitalists, syndicates 
and trusts. 

Senator Walsh closed his great speech 
with a strong appeal to the democrats of 
Houston to vote the straight democratic 
ticket in Wednesday’s gubernatorial elec- 
tion, and ‘to give the entire state ticket the 
largest democratic majority that old Hous- 
ton has ever furnished the party. 

Senator Walsh made many friends in 
Houston today and done great good for the 
party.

HOW THE INTERPOLATIONS ODCURRED 


The Clerks Began Engrossing the Bill Be- 
fore the Assembly Had Finished 
Amending It—The Report. 


Macon, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)—The 
committee that has been investigating the 
charges made against John T. Boifeuillet by 
W. A. Huff, of tampering with the public 
records by making certain. changes in 
Macon’s new charter bill at the last session 
of the legislature, rendered its report to- 
night. The committee was in session 
several days and made a visit to Atlanta 
to examine the records in the case. 

The committee’s report completely ex- 
onerates Mr. Boifeuillet of any tampering 
with the records or any wrong doing what- 
soever in connection with the case. The 
record is an absolute vindication. of him. 
The committee’s report will carry special 
weight because of the character of the men 
making it. 

One member of the committee was Charles 
C. Kibbee, ex-state senator and ex-judge 
of the superior court. Judge Kibbee has 
had considerable legislative experience and 
was one of the committee that went to 
New York to investigate the Seney-Clews 
bond matter during the Bullock administra- 
tion. The second member of the committee 
is Walter B. Hill, a man pre-emiment in the 
law and of the highest personal character. 
The third member is B. L. Willingham, 
one of Macon’s most highly esteemed citi- 
zens and leading businéss men. These men 
were selected because of thirhigh standing 
in the community, because they are not en- 
gaged in politics and have no identification 
with local political factions. They possess 
the absolute confidence of the community 
for ability, integrity, truth and fairminded- 
ness. They were selected by the board of 
public works to make the investigation. 

Mr. Boifeuillet demanded an investigation 
and requested the appointment of a com- 
mittee of citizens. The examination of wit- 
nesses closed today at 1 o'clock. This 
afternoon Huff and Boifeuillet made brief 
arguments to the committee bearing on the 
evidence in the case. During the investiga- 
tion eleven witnesses were introducd for the 
prosecution, Boifeuillet introduced no wit- 
nesses for the defense, but rested his case 
practically on the testimony brought out 
by the prosecution. Huff conducted the ex- 
amination of witnesses and Boifeuillet con- 
ducted the cross-examination. The report 
of the committee is as follows: 


The Committée’s Report. 


Macon, Ga., October 1.—To the Board of 
Public Works of the City of Macon. Gen- 
tlemen: The committee appointed by your 
honorable body to investigate certain 
charges brought by Mr. W. A. Huff against 
Mr. John T. Boifeuillet, begs leave to submit 
the following report: Without taking up 
in detail the ten charges laid before us by 
Mr. Huff, we report: 

1. That so far as they involve moral tur- 
pitude, criminality in conduct as a legisla- 
tor, fraud, forgery, wrong or tampering 
with the public record the charges are not 
sustained. 

2. That the amendments offered by Mr. 
Boifeuiliet to the bill to amend the charter 
of the city of Macon, in the opinion of this 
committee, were legally presented and 
acted upon in conformity with the rules 
governing legislative action. Whilst that 
is true, the committee is of the opinion 
that the manner of correcting the engrossed 
bill by the interlineation of the words 
‘whose term of office should be three years,’ 
by Mr. Boifeuillet; was irregular and not in 
conformity to legislative usage. This cor- 
rection, however, was made in the pres- 
ence of the clerk of the house and in co- 
operation with the two clerks delegated by 
him to assist Mr. Boifeuillet in correcting 
the engrossed bill, so as to make it con- 
form to the amendments that had been 
adopted by the house. The committee, in 
making the above findings, desires to say 
that it would be exceedingly unjust to Mr. 
Huff if it was imferred from our conclu- 
sions that Mr. Huff is hereby placed in the 
attitude of having preferred against Mr. 
Boifeuillet charges which are groundless 
in the sense of having no apparent data 
upon which to base the same. Two of your 
committee visited Atlanta for the purpose 
of examining in person the records relating 
to the matter under investigation. The 
other member of the committee, who was 
unable to be present at the examination, 
has since read the evidence which was 
there procured. Upon a presenta- 
tion to the committee who visited 
Atlanta, of the engrossed bill, we -found 
that it contained twenty or more erasures, 
consisting of erasures of words and in- 
stances where words had been written over 
words which had been erased. We also 
found from an examination of the enrolled 
bill that there were twelve erasures and 
words written over said erasures and two 
interlineations. With none of these, is it 
charged that Mr. Boifeuillet had any con- 
nection. In response to inquiries made as 
to why this condition of things should ap- 
near on the engrossed and enrolled bills. 
we were informed by the clerk of the house 
testifying under oath, that the bill had 
been engrossed before the original bill 
passed the house, and had been partially 
enrolled before the engrossed bill passed 

It appeared also in the en- 
that the ‘interlineations which 
were made in enrolled bill 
were not in the handwriting of 
the clerk having charge of its enroll- 
ment (nor were they in the handwriting 
of Mr. Boifeuillet). The reason given the 
committee for this premature engrossment 
and enrollment of the bill was that the 
bill was a voluminous one; its passage 
was being pressed, and, in order to ex- 
pedite work and save time, it was thought 
best to do this work in advance of the 
regular legislation, the intention, no doubt. 
being to correct the same afterwards by 
the proper substitution of clean sheets 
wherever it was made necessary in record- 
ing the amendments of the scnate and 
house. It would appear, however, that in 
this respect the clerks did not follow what 
the clerk of the house testified were his 
instructions to his assistants, and the re- 
sult wags that the legislation was left in a 
condition which, not unnaturally, would 
excite suspicion, and not unreasonably raise 
a question as to the due forms of law 
having been regarded and followed in the 
enactment of this legislation. The fact of 
the premature engrossment and the prema. 
ture enrollment of the bill throws a flood 
of light upon the clerical irregularities 
which are apparent in the bill in which 
this legislation is embodied, and we believe 
that this fact was not known to Mr. Huff, 
as it was certainly not known 
to the members of this committee 
prior to their recent visit to Atlanta. 

‘During the investigation which was be- 
ing conducted by the committee in Atlanta 
the committee had occasion to compare the 
journal of the proceedings in the senate 
with the original bill and amendments 
thereto offered in the senate and we found 
the journal to be silent upon t~’o important 
amendments which were oper “ offered and 
acted upon by the senate, to-wit, the fixing 
of the salary of the clerk at $1,000 per an- 
num and an amendment d ed to pre- 
serve in force the ordinances of the city, 
The house journal wholly fails to show that 
amendments weré offered. Any person, 
therefore, consulting the journals of the 
house and the senate and relying upon them 
as the official evidence of what had trans- 
pired in these bodies, with respect to this 
bill. would necessarily have been misled 
and have failed to secure correct informa- 
tion of what really transpired. The late- 
ness of the hour at which the final session 
of the committee was closed and the con- 
siderable mass of the testimony, oral and. 
documentary, which was laid. before us, 
precludes our giving a detailed summary 
of the evidence upon which our conclusions 
are based and at the same time the reasons 
of a public nature which make it important 
that this finding should not be longer de- 
layed forbid us from withholding our con- 
clusions for the purpose of making a more 
elaborate report upon the facts. e there- 
fore submit our finding in His sh and

nothing else was done, but to do so necessa- 
rily involves some to reform the 
youthful criminal. am not sufficiently 
informed to suggest a plan, but I presume 
one could be easily evolved from the plans 
pursued in other states. It occurs to me as 
practical that reformatories, or places of 
punishment for youthful criminals, which 
is the same thing, be established in the 
counties containing our largest cities, with 
@ provision that other counties send 
theirs to one or the other as the law may 
prescribe. If the provision includes those 
convicted of misdemeanors and the sys- 


tem would be defective jf it did not, there. 


might be a greater number than we con- 
template. In whatever numbers, judging 
from experience and statistics, the colored 
or engro element would vastly outnumber 
This would cause the consider- 
ation, if the races should be separated? 
Experience has proven that the white boy 
is more susceptible of reformation than 
the negro. In states where negroes are 
few in number, they are not troubled with 
this problem, because they are so few they 
do not exert any appreciable influence upon 
the whole. 

“Yet, notwithstand this, the effort 
should be made to reform both, because 
both have the same legal and political 
rights, and exert an influence for good or 
bad upon the whole body politic. One good 
result from reformatories would be to make 
pardons for such offenders very rare, be- 
cause to pardon would be to deprive them 
of the good they might receive from serv- 
ing out their terms. That children are 
placed with hardened criminals excites a 
sympathy for them and pardons are sought 
to extricate them. To pardon them in some 
instances is a triumph over the law, and 
yet, owing to our system of punishment, 
tt is hard to be avoided. 

„In these reformatories there would in 
time grow up a variety of small industries 
—such as children and youths could do— 
and which might become remunerative. 
Children as young work in the factories and 
receive pay for their work. 

“But, however this and other suggestions 
I have made may be, there stands the bot- 
tom principle—that we should not punish 
children as we do those of maturer years 
for ordinary crimes and misdemeanors. Let 
us begin this and take the chances of re- 
form which must follow, to a greater or 
less degree, in the change of punishment 
and association.’ 

Dr. Woolley on the Reformatory. 

Editor Constitution—Noting an article in 
The Constitution headed “Atlanta to the 
Rescue,” and the points made therein on 
the law of heredity, I wish to take issue on 
some of the conclusions. In the first place, 
I would say, however, that I am heartily 
in favor of the reformatory that this ar- 
ticle is intended to promote, but it is a 
great mistdke for people to disregard the 
laws of heredity. It is not against the in- 
terest of reformatories to advocate heredi- 
tary laws. One Qf the great errors in re- 
gard to heredity ts the conception that 
hereditary Influence must necessarily mani- 
fest itself in a disease exactly like the one 
from which the parent had suffered. The 
child of a drunkard may not be a drunkard, 
not necessarily at all, but its nervous sys- 
tem will necessarily inherit some of the 
weakness and perversions produced by 
drunkenness. It may manifest itself in 
epilepsy, cholera, insanity or in crankisms, 
and in various other ways. Then, again, 
the healthy partner in the production of 
this child may overcome for a long time, 
or may entirely subvert the contrary 
weaker influence that the child has in- 
herited from the diseased parent. I have 
kept a record in my practice for years of 
the cases I treat, wherein I ask the ques- 
tion whether the parents or grandparents 
were addicted to opium or whisky to ex- 
cess. ‘Descendants of those who are ad- 
dicted to whisky often become  oplum- 
eaters and those who had opium afflicted 
parents become whisky drinkers and are 
affected nervously in various ways. 

I eould produce a thousand cases to 
demonstrate the influence of heredity in 
many ways from actual history of cases 
under my own observation. It is a mistake 
to assume that because a person is born 
afflicted, nervously, is the child of heredi- 
tary disease, that Christian people and 
others ought not to hold themselves bound 
to look after them. That will not do. That 
would do away with much of the idea of 
Christianity if we did that. The great work 
of Christian civilization is to subdue wrong 
and promote good. To argue that way 
would be to say that we must not look 
after the sinful on account of the influence 
of original sin. No, the laws of environ- 
ment, the influence of culture, etc., may 
gradually eradicate, and when brought to 
bear from generation to generation entirely 
overcome bad hereditary influences. There- 
fore we do need reformatories; need them 
badly, for just this class, as well as those 
who are bom well and then perverted by 
unfavorable environments. It is not neces- 
sary to destroy the idea of heredity in or- 


der to establish the importance of healthy 


environments, reformatories and their good 
influences. It is one of the strongest argu- 
ments in their favor. It is like claiming 
too much for the temperance cause. Px- 
treme temperance people want to blot out 
alcohol entirely because it is dangerous and 
powerful. Such an idea is all wrong. To 
argue this way carries us back before the 
time of Franklin, when the superstitious 
thought thunder was the roaring of a bolt 
cast about by some angry god. But when 
Franklin comes upon tHe stage and com- 
prehends the laws of electricity and brin 
them under the subjection of his intelli- 
gence, we have the Morse telegraph and 
Edison with ‘his thousands of instruments 
for the promotion and advancemént of the 
good of man. Yet electricity is a danger- 
ous thing—a very powerful thing. Alcohol 
is a good and proper medicine. It is true 
it is a dangerous and powerful remedy and 
should be handled as such and people 
should be better informed on the subject 
of its action and how to handle it, rather 
than to condemn it simply because it is 
powerfur. It is true it is a poison and. 
think, ought to be Iabeled with the cross- 
bones and skull just like arsenic and 
strychnine and every other dangerous rem- 
edy and prescribed with as great care and 
never be allowed to be sold in any other 
way than a person 
sell arsenic and 
powerful remédies. No, no, 
there is nothing in héredity. not use 
that as a necessary ment to establish 
the importance of a reformatory.

Troy, Ala., October 1—(Special.}—Visitors 
to this pretty little city, who have occa- 
sion to pass down Brundidge street, one of 
the most attractive thoroughfares, are 
struck with curiosity and wonder to see 
an enormous plank wall, sixteen feet high, 
dividing the lots on which stand two pret- 
ty residences. 

On the corner is located the large Meth- 
odist church. In the lot adjoining is the 
pretty parsonage, which the preacher's 
family occupy. Then comes the high plank 
wall, and then the home of Mr. J. J. 
Rainer, a prominent member of the Bap- 
tist church. . 

So often has an explanation of that wall 
problem beén asked by curious 
and visitors to the city that The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent feels constrained to 
tell all he knows about it. 

Colonel Wilkerson, an ardent Methodist, 
once owned the property running from the 
corner on which the Methodist church is 
now located to the east end of Mr. Rain- 
er's lot. The colonel owned and occupied 
Mr. Rainer’s present residence. He sold the 
corner to the church for its house of wor- 
ship and the lot adjoining for the pastor's 
parsonage. He likewise deeded to the 
church an alley way between his house 
and the proposed parsonage with the ver- 
bal understanding that it should always 
remain open for the use of the occupants 
of both dwellings. Colonel Wilkerson being 
of the same faith as his neighbors and be- 
ing on the best of terms always with the 
family of the pareon, had no occasion to 
rue his bargain, for ever; thing went well. 

But it came to pass that he sold his resi- 
dence to Mr. Rainer, the enthusiastic Bap- 
tist, and the Methodists called a new past- 
tor. At this time the alley way was open; 
and Mr. Rainer concluded, of course, it 
would so remain. The new pastor, how- 
ever, determined to build a cow stable 
and upon consulting the records he found 


and hence his for the time being. There- 
upon he determined to build his stable in 
the middle of the alley, which he did. Mr. 
Rainer, it is stated, protested and threaten- 
ed, but the stable was built all the same. 
Then came the Baptist’s inning. He had 
load after load of lumber piled in front of 
his place and commenced the construction 
of the immense fence on the line of his lot 
between the parsonage and his house. 

Now, the Rainer place lies between the 
city and the church and parsonage, and, it 
is stated that all that the Methodist preach- 
er can see of Troy from his dwelling is 
the Methodist church on the west and the 
cone on the top of the highest building 
over the top of the wall on the east. 

However, both sides appear satisfied, and 
the Trojans have enjoyed the affair im- 
mensely. 


An Old-Time Georgia Machinist. 


Eufaula, Ala., October 1.—(Special.)}—The 
Eufaula Times says: 

“Mr. G. R. Wagner, a machinist from Ma- 
con, was engaged yesterday in preparing 
the broken down dinkey to be shipped to 
Macon, where it will be thoroughly over- 
hauled, and, perhaps, returned here.

The Story That Mr. Sturgis Tells of the 
Tragedy—The Confession Said to 
Have BeensMade in May. 


The mysterious murder of Mrs. Jane 
Liley haB been solved at last it seems. 
In a tragic way the details of the fearful 
crime which for so long has puzzled astute 
officers and experienced detectives, have 


come te. light. 


Several weeks ago a dying desperado, at 
Thomson, Ga,, in the agony of a deathbed 
confession, gave the graphic story of his 
life. He Was many times a murderer, but 
the self-confessed killing of the old lady 
who lived near West End was the fearful 
climax to his daring career. 

“I killed her,” he said, “and got all the 
money. That is why I ran away down 
here.“ ; 

In a letter to The Constitution received 
yesterday, Mr. A. B. Sturgis, of Thomson, 


» Ga., gave the account of the negro’s con- 


fession, 

Mr. Sturgis is a well-known citizen of 
McDuffie county. He once represented that 
county in the legislature, and has occu- 
pied several positions of trust. He has the 
reputation of being one of the boldest men 
in that section of country, and that spirit 
of reckless daring has often led him into 
fierce encounters. Recently he has figured 
in the role of detective, and in that capacity 
has done valuable work. 

Some weeks ago Sturgis got hold of a 
clue which caused him to believe that two 
noted criminals, wanted in Alabama and 
other places, for murder, were hiding out 
near Thomson. He located them in an old 
house near a swamp, and one night started 
out to make the capture. 

In some way the desperado2s heard of 
his approach. Sturgis was walking cau- 
tiously along the side of the swamp when 
suddenly a shot rang out before him and a 
pistol ball whizzed by his ear. 

He fell forward on his face just as an- 
ether shot was fired. Thinking that he 
was dead the negro rushed out from behind 
a tree and started down the path. Sturgis 
as the man came towards him, rose quickly 
and fired. The desperado dropped in his 
tracks. He was not dvad, however, and 
was thoroughly conscious when removed to 
the house. 

He was informed by the doctors that he 
could not live, and a penitential mood fol- 
lowed. He told about several desperate 
robbefles, which he had committed in Ala- 
bama. From that state he said he came 
to Georgia, heading for Atlanta. He stayed 
in this place for some time and it was then 
that he planned to kill Mrs. Liley. It was 
one dark night early in May. He knew 


that no one wug.at home and entered the 
„ house. stealthily. ‘The old lady did not 


dream of the approach of danger. Sud- 
denly he sprang upon her. She made some 
resistance and grabbing a pair of tongs, 
which lay by the hearth, the man grappled 
the neck of the old lady between the forks 
with fearful 
force. She was frail and it did not require 
an unusual amount of strength to choke 
her to death. 

Quickly the man got what money was in 
the room and made his escape. For sev- 
eral days he loafed around Atlanta, after- 
wards turning his course further south. 
He was said to have a companion in crime 
equally as desperate. 

“He had $500 or $700 the Tuesday before 
he was killed,“ says Mr. Sturgis in the 
letter, “and he said that he left it with a 
negro near me, where he left his coat. I 
found this coat with a hole made in it by 
a minie ball, which ball was in him when 
he was killed. The negro with whom he 
had left the coat was seen with over $100 
on his person, but the gentleman he farmed 
with objected to my trying to get the mon- 
ey from him. 

„The murderer’s accomplice had $2,000 in 
a belt around him. I have been trying to 
capture him, but he went to the southern 
portion of the state and 1 have not been 
able to catch him.“ 

In his letter Mr. Sturgis says that there 
were others who heard the confession of 
the negro as he told of the murder of the 
old lady. Mr. Sturgis thought little of the 
confession until he saw that Myers was 
accused of the killing. ° 

The murder of Mrs. Jane Liley occurred 
the first week in May. It was one of the 
most horrible as well as one of the most 


‘mysterious ever committed in the state. 


It was found that she had been choked to 
death with a large pair of iron tongs. 

Since then no clue to the deed has ever 
been found and all attempts to fix the crime 
on any one have been futile. 

The confession of the murderer in Thom- 
son is unexpected and has many interest- 
ing features.

| THEY WANT “THEIR OLD 8088 BACK 


The New One Does Not Suit Them, and 
They Declare That They Will 
Not Have Him. 


Waycross, Ga., October 1—(Special.)—For- 
ty of the state convicts engaged by the 
Waycross Lumber Company at Waltertown 
refused this morning to go to work and de- 
fied the guards. They had a few axes and 
tools in their possession with which they 

kept the guards at a safe distance. 

There was general dissatisfaction among 
them becaue a new boss had been put over 
them, and the old one had been sent away. 

Johnson, the superintendent of the com- 
pany, arrived at the camps shortly after 
the men had commenced the trouble. He 
was told that the convicts were armed with 
tools, as stated above, and that it would 
not be safe for him to venture in the camps. 
Captain Johnson wanted to reason with 
the leaders of the strike, and walked brave- 
ly into the crowd, although he saw that 
the convicts were desperately mad and were 
not to be treated harshly. His appear- 
ance among them caused a great deal of 
confusion. The ring leaders of the trouble 
began to make complaints against You- 
mans, the new boss, and told Captain John- 
son that if Gary, the old boss, had been 
retained, every convict would have gone to 
work today as usual. They said that they 
would not go to work unless Gary was 
brought back and made their master. 

Moreover, they said that if he was not 
brought back and any attempt was made 
to force them to work under Youmans, they 
would resist with violence, and that You- 
mans would probably receive personal in- 
jury. The determination of the men was 
undoubted, and Captain Johnson was in a 
dilemma. Only about twenty convicts went 
to work today and business was at a stand- 
still at the mill. The trouble among the 
convicts, it is said, was instigated By a 
few desperate white convicts. Captain 
Johnson wired the superintendent of state 
convicts to come and settle the trouble. 
Until he comes there will be no adjustment 
of affairs at the camp. The camp has em- 
ployed convict labor tor two years, and un- 


til now there has been no trouble with 
them. 


A POPULIST WITHDRAWS. 


He Was Ineligible and the 
ecrats Found It Out. 


Cuthbert, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)—H. C. 
Newton, the populist nominee for the house, 
is out of the race. Mr. Newton came to 
this county from South Carolina about a 
year and a half ago. In South Carolina 
he had a checkered political career. He 
was a democrat, ran in the primary for the 
legislature and was defeated, then came 
out as an independent against the nominee 
and was again defeated. He then came to 
this county, went into the third party and 
was nominated for the house by that party.

Tomorrow the stockholders of the South- 
ern railway will meet in Richmond. 

This will be the first general stockholders’ 
meeting of the great company since the 
property changed hands and the old Rich- 
mcnd and Danville and the old East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia with all their 
various branches passed into the control 
of the new company. 

It will be a very interesting meeting for 
this reason. 

As is well understood, the chief work 
for the meeting, in Richmond today is to 
discuss the feasibility of placing a mort- 
gage on the various properties of the great 
Southern in favor of the Central Trust 
Company. . 

The amount of the mortgage is $120,000,000. 
The Southern will place this mortgage on 
the railroads it owns and will then be per- 
fectly ready for the building up of the 
properties. 

The Drexel, Morgan & Co. people have 
agreed to take charge of the lines reor- 
ganized on the condition that they have 
wht they make out of them for five years, 
and on the further agreement that within 
five years they will have the properties 
all in a paying state. 

It now begins to appear that they are 
going to make good this latter condition, 
for within the first month after they pur- 
chased the roads embraced by the Southern 
the company showed a great gain in the 
net earnings. The running expenses have 
simultaneously gone down, and the roads 
will soon begin to show up a handsome 
profit to the managers. 

All this comes about by reason of the 
fact that the roads are now run as rail- 
roads on a legitimate basis, and are not 
being manipulated by speculators. 

Drexel, Morgan & Co. do not work rail- 
roeds for speculation, but to make them 
pay on the investment. They have never 
been mixed up with any of the adroitly 
laid schemes by which the railroads of the 
south were, squeezed to give substance to 
the speculators of the east. Their work 
is legitimate, and the people of the south 
have reason to rejoice that the railroad 
properties of this section have fallen in 
sich safe hands and will be managed in 
such manner as will make them pay, and 
in a way that will give encouragement to 
the industries and the interests of the 
people throughout the section traversed 
by the line. ” 

It is regarded in railroad circles as prac- 

tically certain that the mortgage of $120,- 
000,000 will be placed on the properties of 
the Scuthern at the stockholders’ meeting 
tomorrow in Richmond. 
Other matters of policy will be discussed 
by the railroad men who gather there. It 
is believed that the reorganizers are great- 
ly elated over the splendid showings of in- 
creases in the gross earnings and at the 
same time the great decrease in the run- 
ning expenses of the Southern’s properties 
the past month. It is certainly enough to 
give them increased hope. 


MOVING THE TROOPS. 


Soldiers Are Passing Through Atlan- 
ta—All the Roads Handle Some. 


Already the mayement of the troops of 
the United States war department has be- 
gun, and for the next few weeks they 
will be passing through Atlanta for this 
station and that. ’ 

One company from Fort Sam Houston 
came to Fort McPherson barracks yester- 
day. The company is in charge of Captain 
Borden and Lieutenant Crowley. On Oc- 
tober 15th, one of the batteries at the fort 
will leave for St. Augustine. The battery 
will be in charge of Major Ramsey and 
Captains Hess and Humphrey. 

The Southern railway has secured the 
ecntract to bring to Fort McPherson from 
Mount Vernon all the troops that come 
from that point here. The Southern will 
also bring one company of the Texas troops 
here, 

The Texas troops come from San Antonio 
here, that being the place where Fort Sam 
Hovston is stationed. The Atlanta and 
West Point has secured the contract for 
carrying the troops that leave here for 
New Orleans, and also will handle some of 
the Texas troops. 

All of the roads that made bids for the 
work secured something to do in the matter 
of. conveying the soldiers from place to 
piace. The Central will carry the batteries 
that leave here for St. Augustine, and 
the same road will bring the companies 
from St. Augustine to this place. 

There will be another company to ar- 
rive in Atlanta this week, and they will 
in this way continue to move for several 
weeks to come. 

Passenger Traffic Increasing. 

All of the local passenger agents declare 
that the passenger traffic of the lines is 
booming along right splendidly. 

The Southern railway brings more people 
to the city from the east every day just 
at this time than ever before at this period 
of the year, and the Atlanta and West 
Point takes on an extra sleeper nearly 
every day of through traffic from the 
Southern and the Seaboard going to New 
Orleans from the north and east. 

The Pullman cars that were retarded 
slightly in Florida have all begun to move 
again, and the traffic from the south is 
orening up nicely even this far in advance 
of the regular Florida winter traffic. 

The fact is that the roads are all seeing 
the dawn to brighter days, and the pas- 
senger department of every southern road 
is showing splendid results of work at the 
clese of each week.

rectness of my citations, I gave the books, 
page and sections where the law can be 
found as stated. That these statutes have 
been thoroughly and critically examined I 
have no doubt, and being found to be cor- 
rectly quoted, he has practically no reply to 
make. 

In order that there may be no misunder- 
standing, I will state again the substance 
of the statutes quoted. They are as follows: 
“Every postmaster shall reside within the 
delivery of the office for which he was ap- 
pointed. 

“No person holding a federal appoint- 
ment can accept the office of alderman or 
councilman, whether the same be with or 
without compensation. a 

“A legal voter is one who has resided 
within the county six months next preced- 
ing the election, and has paid all taxes, 
etc.” 

In the interview referred to I showed 
conclusively that Mr. Gress must have de- 
clared on oath that he was a citizen of Cra- 
mer in order to get the appointment of 
postmaster, and that his residence is, there- 
fore, fixed at that place, both by law and 
his own sworn declaration. 

I showed also that his resignation of the 
postmastership would not relieve him of 
the difficulty, as the law requires him to 
reside in this county six months preceding 
the election before he can be a qualified 
voter, much less an officeholder. 

And, finally, that because he is postmas- 
ter, he is positively and emphatically for- 
bidden by the United States statutes from 
holding the office of councilman. 

To these positive and unanswerable dec- 
larations of law Mr. Gress, in this morn- 
ing’s Constitution, makes reply, and with 
the easy indifference of a trained diplomat, 
disposes of the whole matter as follows: 

“Finally, a suggestion has been made as 
to eligibility. The suggestion is a compli- 
ment, conceding, as it does, my election. 1 
hope, however, that none of my friends will 
be led into a sense of overconfidence, and 
by ceasing their efforts, accomplish the 
purpose of the maneuver.” 

Mr. Gress is quite welcome to whatever 
compliment he can discover in that inter- 
view, and especially in the statement of 
the law, whicn forbids his election and ac- 
ceptance of the office for which he is a 
candidate. With his kind permission I will 
make another suggestion, in which he 
may also be able to discover a hidden com- 
pliment. It is this: If Gress should be 
elected he cannot hold the office. Being 
disqualified, he can be enjoined by any eit- 
izen of Atlanta from exercising the func 
tions thereof. The law in pla, positive 
language, op three distinct grounds, forbids 
his holdin the office, and his election, 
therefore, would be just as illegal as if any 
other public official residing at Cramer 
should be elected to this position. 

I trust Mr. Gress will be able to discover 
the compliment which is intended to be con- 
veyed in this suggestion.“ 

r. Gress says further: “I am, and have 
been, a citizen of Atlanta since 1881, paying 
my taxes, voting the democratic ticket and 
doing such good as my means permitted.” 

In this statement he is again in error, as 
he was when he stated that the statute ex- 
empts him from jury duty, because he is 
postmaster. In 1892 Mr. Gress was appoint- 
ed postmaster at Cramer by President Har- 
rison. In his application he stated that he 
was a citizen of Cramer, having: moved 
there from Gresston, and upon this state- 
ment, made under oath, received the ap- 
pointment. Without this statement he 
could not have been appointed, and the post- 
office department now understands that he 
is a citizen of Cramer.

‘MUCH INTEREST IN THE GITY RAGE 


The Politicians Are Hard at Work, and 
Will Not Cease Their Efforts 
Until the Polls Close Tomorrow. 


Two elections will be enough to interest 
the people of Atlanta tomorrow. 

Especially so since one of them promises 
to be one of the warmest and most inter- 
esting the city has known for years. 

From 7 o'clock in the morning until 6 
o’clock in the afternoon the qualified voters 
of the city will have an opportunity of 
selecting state officers from the governor 
down and city officers from mayor to sex- 
ton. 

The which is now on the eve 
of clos. has, in many respects, been one 
of the most remarkable in the history of 
the state. Particularly remarkable has it 
been in the city of Atlanta relative tp city 
officers. For the first time since the adop- 


tion of the charter under which the city cf 
Atlanta lives the officers of the city are to 
be elected by the people instead of by the 
council, as has been the rule. This change 
has brought before the peopie more candi- 
dates than were ever known in the city 
and the work of electioneering has neces- 
sarily been of the warmest and most inter- 
esting kind. Every office within the gift 
of the people of the city, except two, has 
more than one candidate, where some have 
more than two. This, of course, makes the 
election all the more interesting.

QUESTION OF ELIGIBILITY 


By a Well-Known Attorney, Who Quotes 
Law, and Emphss ses Mr. Gress’s 
Non- Bligibility. 


The following card is handed The Consti- 
tution for publication dy Mr. S. M. Inman, 


one of Atlanta’s most prominent and highly 


esteemed citicens. Mr. Inman has been 
out of the city for some time and has been 


| unexpectedly called away again on impor- 
tant business, which will prevent his being 
here on election day. In behalf of his wen 


known brother, Mr. Hugh T. Inman, aiso 
one of Atlanta’s most prominent citizens, 
he writes the following card: 

“Atlanta, Ga., October 1—To the Veople 
of Atlanta: Being called out of the city 
on important business I will not be in At- 
lanta on election day. 

“I am fully aware that my brother, Hugh 
T. Inman, only allowed his name for coun- 
cil from the sixth ward after the earnest 
solicitation of a great many of our citizens 
who felt that he could be of service in the 
important years just before us. 

“If my friends in Atlanta feel that I have 
any claim upon them I eamestly request 
their support in behalf of my brother, 
Hugh T. Inman. It is important that thgy 
turn out and vote. By giving him your 
support you will place me under renewed 
obligations to the citizens of Atlanta who 
have always been so kind to me. , 

“S. M. INMAN.” 
As to Mr. Gress’s Eligibility. 

Editor Constitution—In an interview in 
Sunday’s Constitution I stated the law gov- 
erning the question of Mr. Gress's compe- 
tency for election to the office of council- 
man from the sixth ward of this city. This 
statement was not based upon my own con- 
clusions or views as to the meaning of the 
law, but was made up of quotations from 
the statutes, as they are written in the 
books, verbatim et literatim. In order that 
Mr. Gress and his lawyers might investi- 
gate and satisfy themselves as to the cor- 
rectness of my citations, I gave the books, 
page and sections where the law can be 
found as stated. That these statutes have 
been thoroughly and critically examined I 
have no doubt, and being found to be cor- 
rectly quoted, he has practically no reply to 
make, 

In order that there may be no misunder- 
standing, I will state again the substance 
of the statutes quoted. They are as follows: 
“Every postmaster shall reside within the 
delivery of the office for which he was ap- 
pointed. 

“No person holding a federal appoint- 
ment can accept the office of alderman or 
councilman, whether the same be with or 
without compensation. . 

“A legal voter is one who has resided 
within the county six months next preced- 
ing the election, and has paid all taxes, 
etc.” 

In the interview referred to I showed 
conclusively that Mr. Gress must have de- 
clared on oath that he was a citizen of Cra- 
mer in order to get the appointment of 
postmaster, and that his residence is, there- 
fore, fixed at that place, both by law and 
his own sworn declaration. 

I showed also that his resignation of the 
postmastership would not relieve him of 
the difficulty, as the law requires him to 
reside in this county six months preceding 
the election before he can be a qualified 
voter, much less an officeholder. 

And, finally, that because he is postmas- 
ter, he is positively and emphatically for- 
bidden by the United States statutes from 
holding the office of councilman. 

To these positive and unanswerable dec- 
larations of law Mr. Gress, in this morn- 
ing’s Constitution, makes reply, and with 
the easy indifference of a trained diplomat, 
disposes of the whole matter as foliows: 

“Finally, a suggestion has been made as 
to eligibility. The suggestion is a compli- 
ment, conceding, as it does, my election. 1 
hope, however, that none of my friends will 
be led into a sense of overconfidence, and 
by ceasing their efforts, accomplish the 
purpose of the maneuver.” 

Mr. Gress is quite welcome to whatever 
compliment he can discover in that inter- 
view, and especially in the statement of 
the law, whicn forbids his election and ac- 
ceptance of the oflice for which he is a 
candidate. With his kind permission I will 
make another suggestion, in which he 
may also be able to discover a hidden com- 
pliment. It is this: If Gress should be 
elected he cannot hold the office. Being 
disqualified, he can be enjoined by any cit- 
izen of Atlanta from exercising the func. 
tions thereof. The law in plain, positive 
three distinct grounds, forbids 
his holdin the office, and his election, 
therefore, would be just as illegal as if any 
other public official residing at Cramer 
should be elected to this position. 

I trust Mr. Gress will be able to discover 
the compliment which is intended to be con- 
veyed in this “suggestion.” 

r. Gress says further: “I am, and have 
been, a citizen of Atlanta since 1881, paying 
mry taxes, voting the democratic ticket and 
doing such good as my means permitted.” 

In this statement he is again in error, as 
he was when he stated that the statute ex- 
empts him from jury duty, because he is 
postmaster. In 1892 Mr. Gress was appoint- 
ed postmaster at Cramer by President Har- 
rison. In his application he stated that he 
was a citizen of Cramer, having moved 
there from Gresston, and upon this state- 
ment, made under oath, received the ap- 
Without this statement he 
could not have been appointed, and the post- 
office department now understands that he 
is a citizen of Cramer. His statement that 
he ts now a citizen of Atlanta, and has 
been since 1881, is, therefore, directly in con- 
flict with his sworn statement made in 1892, 
by virtue of which he now holds his office 
at Cramer, where the law fixes his resi- 
dence. There may be some complimentary 
“suggestion’’ in this also, which Mr. Gress 
will no doubt discover. 

Again he says: “If my good friend, Mr. 
Inman, objects to my even holding the nom- 
inal office of postmaster at my mills he can 
call the stmaster general's attention to 
my ineligibility to the position. I will doubt- 
less be removed and the place will be at his

party had both done and not done. There 
was an audience of perhaps 1,800 people. 
Colonel J. N. Bateman introduced the 


Mr. Watson's speech was one characteris- 
mie of him, and his style, as usual, was 
exceedingly vigorous. He spent no small 
umount of the three hours explaining what 
was in the populist platform and what it 
meant. He compared the state platform 
wf the populists to that of the democrats, 


ee and the national platforms of the two 


parties in the same manner. He railed at 


Harne — 


“ ‘the democratic party about the tariff and 
gilver questions and stood in the light as 
one “who was willing to messiah one party 
and instruct another. 

Mr. Watson began speaking early, as 
early as 7:30 o'clock, and from the begin- 
ming had a large audience. After leading 
up to the issues of the day, he took up va- 
rious charges that he claimed had been 
gnade by democrats. He said that the dem- 
ocrats had charged tne populists with in- 
dulging in vagaries and trying to spend all 
the money in the treasury. This he denied. 

“The only thing to do, the proper thing 
to do,” said Mr. Watson, is to judge the 
parties by their platforms and not by indi- 
vidual vagaries. I hold the democratic par- 
ty responsible for the acts of its president, 
its house and its senate—their official acts 
only. I don’t believe a good man will save 
a bad platform.“ 

At this point Mr. Watson referred to the 
jetter of Mr. John Temple Graves and 
gave it plentiful praise, deciaring that he 
believed it came from the heart and was 
a direct indication to all true men as to 
how they should vote. He read extracts 
from Mr. Graves’s card, also, and com- 
mented upon it. 

Takes Up the Platform. 

Mr. Watson then began his task of de- 
fending the populist piatform and of plac- 
ing his construction upon its various and 
mumerous planks. He started by saying 
that it declared out and out against all law- 
lessness, particularly such offenses us 
lynchings, whitecapping and kukluxing. 

“Mr. Clay.“ said he, has sent out a card 
quoting a republican in a speech in a re- 
publican convention, declaring that the pop- 
ulists were not outspoken for the upholding 
pf the law.“ 

Free passes then occupied Mr. Watson's 
attention. He declared that they were 
wrong; that there should be no free passes 
and that all alike should pay, since the 
poor man was made to pay for himself and 
the passholder. Many democratic paper 
ne declared, were against the free pass 
system, but that the democrats never 
placed this condemnation in their platform 
because the people that made the platform 
usually rode on free passes. The New 
fYork convention, he claimed, had condemn- 
ed the free pass system, and that what 
was good enough for New York was good 
enough for Georgia. 

Mr. Watson then paid his respects to the 

manner of electing certain officers. He said 
that every officer of the people should be 

‘elected by the people. 

That's one of the reasons,“ vehemently 
declared Mr. Watson, why reform is al- 
ways knocking at the door of the senate 
and fails to gain entrance. The men in 
the senate usually occupy seats purchased 
or them by the oil trust, sugar trust or 

some other trust. I can prove this by a 
democrat and more than one. Cleveland 
has said so.” 

At this some one yelled, Hurrah for 
Cleveland,“ and there was cheering for a 
few seconds, Mr. Watson exclaiming: Let's 
go on with the procession, boys. You're 
hollering now, but I'll do the most of it.” 

Mr. Watson then took up the fee system 

‘and declared that all officers should be 
salaried; that there were instances where 
a solicitor received more than a supreme 
court judge. He jumped upon the convict 
lease System and said that the state owed 
it to Christianity and civilization to change 
this. He said that he believed it to be 
wrong for the state to farm its sovereign 
power to administer punishment, since the 
individauls and corporations wanted noth- 
ing of the convicts but all the work they 
could get out of them. 

“I believe in the payment of teachers by 
the month and the furnishing of primary 
schoolbooks to the children of Georgia.“ 

On the subject: of schoolbooks Mr. Wat- 

on went into a lengthy dissertation. He 

said, in one instance, that Mr. Atkinson 
nad declared that this was a soap bubble 
scheme and that it would take $800,000 to 
purchase the books. Mr. Watson disagreed. 
In fact, Mr. Watson believed that $200,009 
Was a sum sufficient to purchase all the 
books necessary. He described his plan in 
great detail. 
National Platform of the Populists. 
The national platform of the populists was 
Giscussed next by the speaxer. He stated 
that it had been endorsed by Han. C. L. 
Moses, Governor W. §. Northen and Gen- 
eral Jehn B. Gordon, General Gordon tak- 
ing issue with the subtreasury plank.

“Before the war,” said Mr. Watson, “‘there 
were three kinds of currency—paper, silver 
and gold, The republicans antagonized this 

situation, since the money power was back 
of them, They forced out of circulation 
many of the greenbacks, and tssued bonds, 
all the time working towards a single stan-

SERMON AT THE SYNAGOGUE YESTERDAY. 


He Says the Jews Were Scattered in the 
Days ol Jeremiah—The Jewish New | 
Year Is Celebrated. 5 


At the Jewish synagogue yesterday morn- 
ing Rabbi Reich began the New Year of 
the Hebrew calendar by refuting, in a mild 
though effective manner, the charge that 
Israel was scattered by reason of her re- 
ception of the Saviour and that, in conse- 
quence of this fact, the curse of God was. 
upon the nation. 

A large congregation was present, in- 
cluding a number of gentiles, who had 
caught the rumor that Rabbi Reich was 
going to discuss the charge of the Christian 
world with reference to the Jews’ disper- 
sion. . 

The following is a full synopsis of the 
discourse: 

At this season of the year, in every syna- 
gogue where Israelites are congrated to. 


observe this solemn feast, that portion of 
the Torah is read in which God promised 
Abraham that in his seed shall all the 
nations of the earth be biessed’’—Genesis 
XXII: 17-18. 

This divine promise we find repeated and 
strengthened in holy writ. 

When Balak, the king of Moab, became 
afraid of the people of Israel when passing 
his country towards the promised land he 
sent for the heathenish prophet Baalam to 
come and curse the Hebrews. But to the 
king's great chagrin and disappointment, 
instead of cursing them he was obliged to 
bless them. And when beholding them it 
their state of union and harmony he burst 
out with that memorable encomium as nar- 
rated in the the twenty-third chapter of 
Numbers: 

“Behold,” said the heathen, “I have re- 
ceived commandment to bless; and He 
hath blessed, and I cannot reverse it.“ 

How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob; and 
thy dwelling places, O Israel! * * He 
eouched, he lay down as a lion, who shall 
stir him up? Blessed be that blesseth thee, 
and cursed is he that curseth thee.“ Num- 
bers, xxiv. 

“And Balak’s anger was kindled against 
Baalam,’’ scripture continues, and he 
smote his hands together,“ and he said 
unto Baalam: 

called thee to curse mine enemies, and, 
behold, thou hast altogether blessed them 
these three times.”’ , 

But Baalam replied: “If Balak would 
give me this house full of silver and gold; 
I cannot go beyond the commandment of 
the Lord, but what the Lord saith that 
will I speak.“ 

We must, however, bear in mind that the 
prophet, who was a preacher at the same 
time, was too willing and ready to curse, 
but his ass would not carry him, as she 
saw an angel of the Lord standing in the 
way with his sword drawn. 

Three times that poor animal got a beat- 
ing from the preacher because she refused 
to carry him on such a mean errand. 

Who, do you think, had more sense, the 
preacher or the mule? 

Ah, my friends, history repeats itself! 
Some false prophets even today would in- 
sist that the people of Israel are cursed— 
that “God’s displeasure is resting upon 
them.“ They dare to dispute God's holy 
covenant with Abraham and his seed: they 
would curse where God's eternal will is to 
blessed. 


. 

“Curse not this people, for it is blessed.“ 
Numbers, 22; 12. 

That story of Baalam and his ass is an 
old one; it occurred more than 3,300 years 
ago. God's ways and thoughts are mys- 
terious. That small nation called Israel 
was a stumbling block to many a nation. 
The Egyptians were afraid of them. The 
Moabites regarded them as a thorn dauger- 
ous to the touch. 

Even all-powerful Rome found them to be 
@ most courageous and resentful people. 

Say what you will, little as you may be- 
lieve in miracles, the Jew is still a miracle 
—the incarnation of courage, endurance and 
immortality. 

I hope you will not think my subject ill- 
timed, and I also hope that none of my 
Christian friends will misconstrue my in- 
tention. 

At the outset I desire to say that I keep 
in highest regard any one’s conviction con- 
cerning his belief. Nor do I want to at- 
tack any one, but I find it high time that 
our people do not stand still and allow 
others, who are no better than ourselves, 
to throw mud at us. 

To all who haughtily remind us of our 
shortcoming we must humbly retallate with 
the well-meant advice of one of Israel’s 
sages: Remove first the beam from thine 
own eye.” 

We Jews have been good Christians for a 
very long time; for ages we have held out 
our backs to the smiters and our cheeks to 
those ever ready to strike, without opening 
our mouths in reproach or protest. But 
We are tired of playing the Christian part 
so long. We would now most respectfully 
remind the Christian world that they have 
had their fun long enough, and that they 
kindly put a stop to their un-Christian per- 
formances. 

How ridiculous it sounds in our ears to be 
called God's chosen people’ and the 
„mother religion” and all that and in the 
face of it all to treat us as if we were out- 
casts, driven away from the Father’s 
table. 

“The Jews are cursed:“ 
damned; “the Jews are forever lost.” 
Why? “Because,” answers the modern 
Baalam, they would not accept Jesus as 
their Messiah.”’ 

Was it Jesus that called Himself the 
Messiah, or Savior, or the Son of God, or 
God incarnate? No, a thousand times no! 
It was one man who fabricated this dogma 
without the sanction of his master or the 
agreement of the then living people. 

It was this doctrine that caused oceans of 
human blood to flow and war and desola- 
tion to visit many a country. And still He 
was and is yet called the Prince of Peace” 
and the “Savior of the world.“ 

O, Prince and Savior, how many crimes 
have been committed in Thy name! How 
many bloody wars have raged for Thy 
sake! How many women have become 
widows and innocent babes fatherless! In- 
quisitorial racks, torture chambers, funeral 

yres, thumb-screws, all these were estab- 
ished for the glory of Him who was claim- 
ed to be the incarnation of love and peace 
and forgiveness. 

“But,” says the .Christian. “the Jews 
killed Christ and therefore God punished 
them.“ Supposine they had committed the 
atrocious deed, should the Jew of today be 
Does not your Bible 
teach you. “the son shall not bear’ the in- 
iquity of the father’—Ezikiel xviil: and 
could God Almighty, “who changeth not,” 
contradict his own statement in the ten 
words, that not further then upon the third 
or fourth generation will He visit the sin 
of those that hate Him? 

But the whole accusation is false—false 
even from the Christian standpoint, for 
the Romans

An Effort to Locate It in the Northern 
District—The of 
te Jury. | 


— 

Two important resolutions were adopted 
by the United States grand jury yesterday 
morning. 

The first was a resolution urging the 
establishment of a reformatory prison. 

And the second called for the appoint- 
ment of @ special committee to represent 
the views of the grand jury in regard to the 
establishment of a United States prison in 
Georgia. R 


During the morning Session, which lasted 


from 10 to 2 o'clock, the jury developed a 
remarkable aptitude for work and a large 
amount of business was transacted. The 
jury will be in session every day this week, 
except Wednesday, and the criminal affairs 
of pr district will be thoroughly investi- 
Organization of the Jury. 

The grand jury met Promptly at 10 o' clock 
yesterday morning. An Organization was 
perfected by the election of Mr. M. M. 
Welch as foreman and Mr. P. J. Moran as 
secretary. 

The following is the full membership of 
the body: 

M. M. Welch, foreman: James W. Whit- 
mire, Martin Berkele, John D. Dameron, 
James F. Coulter, L. J. Price, James Tate, 
William H. Bell, Thomas F. Hudgins, W. L. 
Grubb, John W. Baum, Benjamin R. Mont- 
castle, William J. Lumpkin, W. L. Hubbard, 
Jr., Adolphus G. Ballard, John Jones, James 
G. Russell, Henry C. Thurmond, Isaac D. 
Simpkins, Paschal J. Moran, secretary; 
Robert M. Sanger and John H. Wingate. 

The jury is made up of the strongest men 
in the district and is an‘ able, intelligent, 
conscientious and thorough working body. 
Every diversity of occupation is represented 
and as an evidence of the grand jury’s ca- 
pacity for work as many as eighteen true 
bills were returned yesterday afternoon, in 
addition to a number of other important 
matters which came up before the jury for 
investigation. 

The Reformatory Endorsed. 

The action of the grand jury in exrressing 
its unqualified approval of the proposed 
school of reformation for juvenile offenders 
will be read with interest by the many 
friends of this importont movement, which 
is rapidly taking the shape of an urgent and 
imperative demand for such an institution. 

The following is the language of the reso- 
lution: 


“Whereas the grand jury of the United 
States circuit court for the Northern dis- 
trict of Georgia deems the establishment 
of a reformatory for juvenile prisoners 
brought Before the courts of the circuit em- 
phatically necessary, 

“Resolved, That the grand jury takes 
this method of adding its weight to the 
movement now on fvot, looking to the es- 
tablishment of such a reformatory, and 
sincerely nopes that the spectacle of minors 
in chains will soon disappear from the 
state.“ 

These resolutions were passed by a full 
vote of the jury. 

„For the Federal Prison. 

The. next important measure adopted by 
the grand jury was the passage of a reso- 
lution in regard to the location of a gov- 
ernment prison in Georgia. 

A bill has already passed the two houses 
of congress providing for the erection of a 
certain number of additional prisons 
throughout the country. The nearest fed- 
eral prison at this time is the one at Co- 
lumbus, O., and to this point nearly all the 
prisoners who are convicted of felonies in 
the Northern district of Georgia are car- 
ried for imprisonment. The distance is 
such as to make the expense of carrying 
prisoners to and from the prison at Co- 
lumbus very expensive to the government, 
and it frequently happens, on account of the 
difference of climate and latitude, that 
great suffering is occasioned to the prisoners 
and many die from exposure to the rigorous 
climate of the north. 

The following is the resolution in regard 
to the government prison: 

“Resolved, That a special committee of 
three members of this grand jury be ap- 
pointed by the foreman to present the views 
of this body urging the establishment of a 
United States prison in Georgia; that said 
committee shall put itself in Touch with the 
congressional delegation from this state, 
and urge upon them the necessity for such 
a prison.“ 

If the prison is located in the Northern 
district of Georgia it will bring to this sec- 


tion of the state a large appropriation—

between $500,000 and $600,000. It will furnish 
employment to a large number of officers 
and will be an important acquisition in 
many respects. 

There will be no difficulty in the way of 
getting the prison, if prompt action is 
taken. The appropriation has already been 
authorized by the government and the only 
thing which remains is the selection of a 
site. The special advantages offered by the 
Northern district of Georgia, being the 


“commercial as well as the approximate 


geographical center of the southern states, 
and the fact that Georgia has now a repre- 
sentative in the president’s cabinet, in addi- 


tion to a strong and infiuential delegation 


in congress, make it well nigh certain that 
Atlanta, if she only puts forth the necessa-

Golden’s Restraining Onder Was Dis- 
‘solved by Judge Lumpkin, 
SUIT AGAINST A GUANO COMPANY 


Only One Case Tried in Judge Westmore- 
land’s Court Yesterday—The City 
Court Was Short on Business. 


Judge Lumpkin's branch of the superior 
court was in session yesterday and disposed 
of a good lot of business. A suit of interest 
was the petition for an injunction filed by 
C. L. Golden against J. B. Thompson and J. 
L. Maddox. Judge Lumpkin, after hearing 
all the facts in the case, dissolved the tem- 
porary restraining order. 

It seems that Messrs. Thompsen and Mad- 
dox are Building a large stable on Mari- 
etta street, and this property of Mr. Golden’s 
is just where the house on it will be sur- 
rounded on all sides except the front by 
the stables. 

Mr. Thompson is building handsome new 
stables on Marietta street, Mr. Maddox be- 
ing the contractor. Golden simply occupied 
as a tenant a small house in which he was 
conducting his business. As a tenant the 
law required sixty days’ notice for removal 
and as his time was not up he did not 
move. In the meantime the walls of va- 
rious old buildings were being torn down 
to make room for the new building. While 
this was in progress a portion of the front 
wall caved in and fell on Golden’s shop. 
He at once secured a temporary restraining 
order and the case was set for a hearing 
Saturday, but was not_reached until today. 
The defendants claim that they had offered 
to give Golden another place rent free, or 
build him a place further up the street. 

Last night work was going on at the 
place and the house occupied by Golden will 
be torn down,

Early in the day the criminal branch, 
Judge Westmoreland presiding, broke own 
for the lack of ready cases.
